What does it cost to 
feed a rat? Enquiries were curried 
out in Evrope in 1907 and the average 
annual loss. caused by each 
Great Britain was placed at $1.80, in 
France $1, ang jn Denmark, $1.20. 
Like everything else there {fs little 
doubt that the high cost of rats has 
since gone up. 

The genus Mug inetudeg some 150 
species of rats and mice but fl is ihe 
common brown rat whieh has staged 
one of the greatest of all natural 
migrations, animal or human. His 
native country appears to have been 
in Western China and he hag been 
fought in scores of countries, but still 
he moves onward conquering new 
territory. And it 43 little wonder that 
he has won in countless ‘conflicts 
when one considerey his prolific hab- 
its of breeding. Brown rats begin to 
breed at three or four months of age, 
they have from six to ten litters per 
year averaging ten each. <A pair of 
rats. breeding wuvuinterruptedly for 
‘three years without any deaths to 
thelr progeny would result in that 
time in a colony of over 350 milion 
rats. 

Mice aro bad enough, but the 
brown rat is inflnitely worse and one 
can conjecture the toll he will take 
if he becomes firmly establisheq {in 
the greatest granary of the British 
Empire. A few years ago it was 
thought that the Jong hard winters 
of western Canada would prove a de- 
terrent to colonization of thal coun. 
try by ralg but they gradually migrat- 
ed from the cast and spread over 
southern Manitoba. Now they have 
reached the Qu’Appclle district. of 
Saskatchewan, and they are known 
to have burrowed under a straw stack 
and found guflicient sheller for the 
winter. 

The brown rat ig omnivorous In its 
diet and eats anything edible, veget- 
able or animal, even leather and 
fabrics: It attacks poultry, destros- 
Ing eggs and chickens; fish and fruit 
are equally acceptable with all kinds 
of meat, grocerles and vegetables; it 
will eat ils own weaker brothers and 
sisters if presscd for food and has 
not infrequently attackeg helpless hw 
man beings. It visits sewers and 
other filthy places carrying and scat- 
tering the germs of discase. 

The gopher is pest enough without 
this latest intruder which in its 
omnivorous habits and — disease: 
carrying propensities ranks as 
more dangerous. The whole of Cau: 
ada should rise up ang wipe out these 
pests and evidence is not

the prairies has been retarded by 
intermittent falls of snow and rain, 


with seeding and the soilin a better 
than average condition for the pro- 
duction of a crop. A heavy snow- 
fall during the winter months which 
melted with very little run-off has 
provided an ample supply of mois- 
ture to carry the crop well into the 
growing season. Work on low-lying 
lands has been delayed in some in- 
stances by the presence of water 
but this condition has been some- 
what improved under the influence 
of sun and wind during the past 
two weeks. 

Seeding of wheat is well advanced 
in the southern part of the province 
and fully 50 per cent. of oats and 
barley wre in the ground. Early 
sown grain is already making a 
zood showing. The acreage seeded 
to wheat, oats, barley and corn in 
this area, it isexpected, will show 
little difference from that in 1926. 
Losses of winter wheat due to win- 
ter killing are estimated at from 36 
to 50 per cent. in southern and 
south-eastern districts. Owing to 
the abundance of moisture, soil 
drifting has been lighter than usual 
except .in small, scattered areas 
where re-scedin& has been found 
necessary. 

Throughout the central past of 
the province, seeding of wheat. is 
from 75 to 80 per cent. completed 
and the land is rapidly being put 
into shape for the coarse grain 
crops. ‘Lhe large amount of new 
land brought into cultivation last 
year will mean an increased aere- 


mills. .
